There M-as once a 
man who mounted an unruly horse and 
wlio, hearing .something drop, looked 
about and discovered that it was him- 
self .who had fallen to the ground. 

, While this government is waiting for 
something to turn up it is more than 

j^likely^ that they will be tliemselves 

^ittirned up.

The House must hold the sujiply. 1 1 
is their only security against .-aulilen 
[irorogation. If the government should 
tie voted the eslimates---if they should 
succeed in carrying their appropriation 
bills, then good bye to an Island rail- 
svay bill this se.ssion, for there would 
remain not the .slightest hope of its 
passage; Ijy the present Asseniljly. 'i'he 
members would be told that they are 
too near to Ihe jieriod when the Ifoiue 
will expire by efflux of time to deal 
with a mea.9Hre of such vast impor- 
tance; and another year would thus 
slip away unimproved. This ministry 
are over endeavouring lo "work points," 
as they ari' pleased to term Ihoir 
trii.'ks; anil they ari; even now bent 
upon throwing over the Island railway 
until "a more convenient season." This 
cannot be allowed. The estimates are 
the bond, the security; the hold that 
the country has upon the government 
and tliat hold must not be rcla.xed. 
The members must stand as firm and as 
immovable as the everlasting hill.s.

l\Ir. .-Krnistrong was surprised to hear 
that parties were realizing considerable 
money by sellin" Umber that cost little 
or nothing. Mo did not see, how- 
ever, how the diflieulty could be over- 
come. 

lion. Mr. Heaven had always been of 
the opinion that a large revenue siionld 
be realized from timber lauds; but his ex- 
perience in this province was that such a 
revenue could not bo collected. It would 
take such an army of collectors that the 
revenue would all be swallowed np and 
nothing would be realized. If the .sale of 
lands were restricted to tho.so that were not 
timbered none couhi bo disposed of west 
of tho Ca.s«.ides as it was all more or less 
timbered. 

Mr. Helgesen remarked on the small, 
iiisignifi«.int sum of $500 which Juid been 
derived from limber leases during the 
last few ycar.s. It was high time to take 
.iteps to remedy such a state of things. 

Mr. I'inibury was also of tho opinion 
that something should be dime in the 
direction indicated by the member for 
Victoria. 

The words "nut yiyater than 480 acres ' 
proposed tube inserted by Mr. Wil- 
son. Tins amendment, however, did not 
meet with general favor. 

Mr. Oallbrailh did not think iliai limit- 
ing the purchase of a single individual to 
480 acres would remedy the evil, 
because a large number of per- 
sons might club together and thus get 
hold of largo tracts of public lands. Tho 
clause would not stop monopolists of thin 
description. 

Hon. Mr. Iluiuphreys did not agree 
with the amendment at all. He con- 
sidered that the best thing that could 
happen to this province would be for ca- 
l>it.ilists to come into it and purchase 
lau^'c areas of land and cut the timbor ofl' 
it and ilo what they plea.sed with it.
